After having served as a Iligh Commissioncr of the No 
Shi Uinh Goverment in South Sentral Viet Nam, Dong returned to North Viet 
Mara in 199, ‘hen To failed to secure his appointment as President of the 
Couneil, he created the post of Vice President for Dong, Previously the 
Couneil had been composed only of Io and his Iiinisters, The deerce announcing 
Dong's appointment as Vice President caused alarm among Vietnamese far re- 
moved from the goverment, because it failed to include the name of the Presi~ 
dont. Ho Chi [tinh concurrently assumed the positions of President of the 
Council and of the National ..ssonbly. 


Tong~bo membors refer to the office of Pham Yan Dongias the "Presidency," 
while Ho Chi ltinh's office is actually some place elsc. Such confusion is 
the result of unsettled conditions in the lig Command. 


Contrary to the usual policy of Communist leaders, Pham Yan Dong's staff in~ 
cludes some non-Sommumnist members. Dong prefers to hire intclloctuais, even 
if they are not Communists. Dong is an active person, with a decisive and 
simple manner.

During Jorld Jaz II, Le Gian was one of those parachuted into North Viet Nan 
by OSS. Ue had been imprisoned in Uadazascar after the French surrender to 
Gerneay. Doring his underground activitics, he was known ag "Comrade Le” by 
tne ethnie crinow.ties.
